Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , lines 2 and 3, the applicant recites 
"vehicles" and "a vehicle" respectively. Are these one in the same? In claim 13, lines 1 
and 3, the applicant recites "vehicles" and "a vehicle" respectively. Are these one in the 
same? In claim 1, line 3, and claim 13, line 3, the phraseology "a step panel positioned 
at an under part of a vehicle" and a "step panel positioned at an under part of a side 
opening of a vehicle" is not readily understood by the Examiner. Does the applicant 
mean that a vehicle has an opening and at a lower portion of the vehicle opening, a step 
panel is defined and this step panel is underneath the vehicle? 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, it appears that claims 1-19 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
